Files Show Cox Wrote Letter 
to Editorial Director. 
Both Sons of Rich Publisher 

Were Exempted. 


Boards’ Decisions Overridden 
by Wilson and Baker.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—New 
light on the manner in which James 
G. Scripps, son of Edward W. 
Scripps, multimillionaire publisher 
of the Cleveland Press, Toledo News- 


Bee and other newspapers, obtained 
exemption from military service dur- 
ing the late war is given by the 
army draft recerds, now on file in 
the War Department. 

Although this case as well as that 
of Robert P. Scripps, a younger 80n 
of the California publisher, attract- 
ed nation-wide attention the secret 
surrounding it during the war pre- 
vented the public from learning 
what influences were brought to 
bear to keep the wealthy Scripps 
brothers out of army service. 

FILES ACCESSIBLE. 

Now, for the first time, the War 
Department files are acceasible for 
Inspection. They show that Gov. 
Cox of Ohlo, Democratic nominee 
for President, played an important 
part in Keeping the Scrippses out 
of danger and safe in a soft high- 
salaried job while some of the poor- 
er and less influential! citizens risked 
thelr lives at the front. 

In the draft record of the Scripps 
a letter by Gov. Cox dated 
July 11, 1917, and addressed to Ear! 
M. Martin of Cleveland, editorial 
director of the Scripps papers, in 
which Cox declares that the with- 
drawal of James G. Scripps from 
active connection with the Scripps 
papers would greatly impair their 


efficiency. 

This letter was sent Nov. 80, 1917 
to J. J. Borree, Adjutant-Genera 
of California. It was an attempt of 
the Scrippses attorney to force the 
draft board of San county to 
certify an appeal to e President 
after it had twice rejected young 
Scripps’s claim for exemption on 
industrial grounds.

CALLED ON BAKER. 


It is recalled that E. W. Scripps 
and several men influential in his 
nization came to Washington, 
Secretary of War Baker 
and brought pressure to bear with 
a view to securing a revision of the 
local and district draft. boards in 
the cases of both the Scripps sons. 
All draft cases appealed to the 
President were reviewed and de- 
cided Provost-Marshal-Generat 
Enoch H. Crowder under the direc- 
tion of Secretary Baker.

It ie regarded as a significant cir- 
cumstance that the Ohio Governor 
who performed this service for the 
publisher of the Scripps papers 
should now have this support for 
President. 

In October, 1918, when public in- 
dignation throughout the country 
had been aroused to a high pitch 
over the successful efforts of E. W. 
Scripps to keep his sons out of the 
army, reports were published in 
Ohio that Gov. Cox had been infiy- 
ential in aiding him. 

Cox was then a candidate for re- 
election. On October 30 he issu 
a formal denial. In the October 31 
issue of the Cleveland Plaindealer, 
a Democratic newspaper supporting 
Cox, he is quoted as saying: 

“I never spoke or wrote a word to 
the President, the Secretary of War 
or to any draft board asking the ex- 
emption of Mr. Scripps, any one in 
his organization or anyone else. The 
Governor of a State has not the 
slightest authority to exempt any 
man or to prevent his exemption.” 

The letter in the War Department 
files reveals this denial as an adroit 
evasion. So far as the record indi- 
cates, Cox did not speak or write to 
the President, the Secretary of War 
or any draft board. It shows, how- 
ever, that he did write a strong and 
persuasive argument for young 
Scripps’s exemption, which Earl Mar- 
tin, editor in charge of 
Scripps papers, used to good ef-

Part of the great majority rolled 
up by the Germans in these regions 
is attributed to the fact that the 
compulsory army service law is still 
affective in Poland, and no one 
wished, by voting for annexation to 
Poland, to engage himself to fight 
in future Polish wars. 

It is feared that another pro- 
German landslide may occur in Si- 
lesia and the plebiscite, which should 
huve been held some time ago. has 
again been postponed, Dr. Walter 
Simons, German Foreign Minister, 
who had a most pessimistic view of 
the feeling between Poles and Ger- 
mans along the Upper Silesian fron- 
tier, fears war between the two if 
the situation gets much worse. 

If fighting should break out be- 
tween the Poles and the Germans it 
in doubtful wether France could 
or would remain neutral. 

Thus there are two danger points 
on Germany's frontiers that may 
bring on a new European war. 

The situation in Bilesia has again 
taken a more serious turn with the 
reported resignation of the British 
members of the interallied plebi- 
acite commission as a protest against 
the alleged il] treatment of the Ger- 


mans. 

That the Poles intend by all 
means within their power to retain 
Upper Silesia is shown in telegrams 
from Warsaw which represent Up- 
per Silesia as an absolutely essen- 
tial need of the new Poland. In their 
anxiety about the coming plebiscite 
the Poles pretend that if the coun- 
try goes to Germany the plebiscite 


will be considered invalid  be- 
cause the plebiscite lists are 
either unfair or dre falsified. 


The Poles insiat that the German 
GEE statistics in 1910 show the 
Poles in a majority of 2 to 1 in Up- 
per Silesia, but they fear that, de- 
spite their statistics, Upper Silesia 
will vote in favor of joining Ger 


CHARGES OF 

The Poles complain against the 
Allied decision to allow Silesians 
born in that country but not now 
living there to vote and accuse the 
of faking their plebiacite 
ists, 

In the words of a Polish govern- 
ment official: 

“When Poland does not obtain the 
annexation of Upper Silesia ahe will 
be tn a miserable economic condi- 
tion. Poland's very existence ia 
bound up with the possession of Up- 
per Silesia.” 

The Poles count on French sup- 
port to help them obtain. their de- 
sires. Meanwhile the breach in the 
Entente between Great Britain and 
France is in no wise healed, but 
grows wider daily. France feeis that 
Pritain’s hand is against her in Rus- 
sia, that Britain is opposed to France 
and the Poles in Silesia, that Hn- 
giand supports Germany in the 
movement to reduce the German in- 
demnity, that Britain favors a re- 
vision of the financial clauses of the 
Treaty of Versailles and that Britain 
likewise supports the proposed im- 
mediate admittance of Germany to 
the League of Nations.

As Governor 
of Ohio he “enforced the laws” relating to 
the liquor traffic so satisfactorily that the 
liquor interests of that State raised a fund 
to elect him to a second term, against the 
sincere but not united opposition of the 
“dry.”

Observe that he says in his defense, “I 
closed not only the front door but.the back 
door also of saloons on the Sabbath.”

The liquor interests and the prohifbition 
interests alike judged Gov. Cox by his per- 
formance in Ohio. It woul@ be interesting 
to have him explain how it happens that 
the “wets” of Ohio are supporting him and 
the “drys,” after supporting him for the 
first term, have opposed him consistently 
ever since. 

Rut the disclosures made in the Carrofl 
letter raise a question of greater impor- 
tance than the liquor issue. The organized 
liquor interests, a potent influence in cor- 
rupting American politics for generations, 
are raising boodle to expend in their own 
devious ways for the purpose of helping 
elect Cox and Roosevelt.

Greed for power, revenge for fancied 
wrongs and bestia] lust all enter into the 
composition of the modern Communist, the 
Bolshevik. We see them exemplified in the 
Russian Communists. Revenge for the po- 
litical and industrial servitude under the 
Czars caused the first atrocities of the rev- 
olution. Greed for personal power led to 
the dictatorship of Lenine and Trotzky. 
Lust followed swiftly after, causing the out- 
rages by the Red guards and the nationali- 
zation of women in industrial communities. 

Some of those prominent in,the Russian 
revolution took their figst steps in moral 
delinquency in the United States. Trotzky 
himself learned the creed of direct action 
while assodciating with a secret organiza- 
tion of criminal agitators in New York and 
San Francisco. To an American corre- 
spondent recently he extolled the LW.W. 
movement in this country, told of his asso- 
ciation with the “wobblies,” of visiting Tom 
Mooney in a San Francisco jail and regret 
ted that so yaluable an aid to the Third 
Internationale should be kept in prison. 

Clews have already been discovered that 
associate the Wall. street bombing with the 
agitators and bomb throwers who have 
been responsible for similar outrages on the 
Pacific Coast. There is a school of anarch- 
ists in the United States. Its members 
have been active for twenty years. To that 
school have been traced numerovs atrocious 
deeds, from the destruction of property and 
maiming and killing independent workmen 
during strikes to wholesale anarchy, to the 
dynamiting of The Times Building and the 
bloody attack on the San Francisco prepar 
edness parade. 

No good purpose can be served in con- 
cealing the fact that certain labor unions 
have served, and still serve, as the arsenals 
for the bombs and daggers of anarchy. 
There has never been an “orderly strike” 


of any magnitude in the history of modern 


industry.. The strikers have always as- 
sumed the right to destroy property and 
to use force to prevent independent work 
men from taking their places. And there 
has been too often a quasti-recognition of 
the pretended right of the strikers to com- 
mit lawless acts by those whose sworn duty 
it is to enforce the laws and preserve or- 
der. Samuel Gompers and other members 
of the American Federation of Labor have 
repeatedly advised strikers to disregard in- 
junctions of the courts. In so doing they 
were preaching anarchy; but they have 
escaped paying the penalty for their law- 
lessness and their example served to in- 
cite others to put their creed of direct ac- 
tion into practice by bloody outrages against 


justice and against society, like those which | 


occurred in Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and New York. 

The McNamaras were not Communists; 
for the labor-union movement had not pro- 
ceeded so far. They were simply criminal- 
ly minded labor unionites who followed the 
teaching of the anarchist school. Tom 
Mooney, Billings, Nolan and the others 
whore names were associated with the pre- 
paredness parade bombing in San Francisco 
were labor unionists who were just begin- 
ning to learn the precepts of Communism. 


They were trying to make an attack on 


government and property. The school of 
anarchy teaches that government rights 
and property rights must be wholly de- 
stroyed and that the most direct way is to 
“blow ‘em up!” It was not by reason of 
mere chance that the men convicted for 
bombing The Times Building and the pre- 
paredness parade were prominent members 
of labor unions; for those crimes were the 


logical development of the policies of di- 


rect action, violence and contempt for the 
law which have always been manifested in 
a greater or lesser degree in the labor- 
union movement. 

The Times is not seeking to convey the 
impression that all members of labor unions 
are anarchists and murderers at heart. It 
does not make a class arraignment. The 
Times ts fully aware of the fact that the

Those who applaud the bomb throw- 
ers today are themselves likely to be the 
victims of bombs tomorrow, just ag those 
who established the guillotine were forced 
later to themselves feed the monster they 
had created. 


GRAPES AND HOPS. 

From Fresno, in the gloriots climate of 
California, and from Rome, in the Empire 
State, come reports of unprecedented and 
unexpected prosperity. Fresnoites and Ro- 
mans mourned a woeful time when, as they 
reasonably enough supposed, a_ frosty 
amendment killed their principal industries, 
their neighborhood crops of grapes and 
hops. They foresaw long days when the 
doors must be shut, when the sound of the 
grinding would be low. 

They visioned darkly a swift-coming time 
when gas wagons and music machines must 
be sold, and hushed the song of the silk 
skirt. Their lands parched by constitution- 
al drought, before them in gloomy anticipa- 
tion stalked the sheriff, behind them the 
dispossessor grinned. 

But what a joyous awakening from horrid 
dreams! Fresno found that any old grape 
with sugar content enough to be sun-dried 
into a raisin mounted in price until vine- 
yardists feared that again they dreamed. 
But no! A greedy mob of buyers battered 
at their packing-house doors hoarsely shout- 
ing for raisins. By the truckload? Carload? 
No, again. “By the trainload, brothers, and 
name your own price.” 

Up State in Rome the moving picture was 
repeated by the wildly bidding mobs of hop 
buyers. “Hops at your own price!” hotly 
the multitude shouted, eager to exchange 
silver and gold and the peculiar treasure of 
kings for bitter hops. ;

ELY (Nev.) Sept. 17.—After sev- 
eral weeks of effort, the Illipah Basin 
Ol] and Gas Company, has . suc- 
ceeded in recovering its drilling bit 
from the well and resumed drilling. 
For a time it was feared the com- 
pany might be forced to abandon the 
well, which was down 650 feet when 
the accident occured. Drilling has 
now reached an approximate depth 
of 700 feet with the formation still 
a hard limestone.
